HIGHER EDUCATION MAKES DEMANDS 

The vote of the ratepayers on the money by-law to 
provide new schools at Carstairs and Didsbury will be 
held on Wednesday, January 31, and a complete list of 
the polls and polling places appears in this issue to- 
gether with a brief outline of the by-law: 


Ratepayers are asked to study the school question | 
thoroughly and obtain all the facts before coming to a 
decision. In the first place the new schools are neces- 
sary to provide for the increased attendance at our town 
schools. This increase is due partly to a larger popula- 
tion, and to the demand by the younger generation for | 
a higher education. To the young people going out into, 
the business world this higher education is necessary— | 
in fact it is almost impossible to get employment today | 
without a senior matriculation. 

Are we going to refuse our children this higher, 
education because it may cost a few extra dollars each | 
year? Surely no one begrudges our boys and girls the 
opportunity to heip themselves to become useful citi- 
zens just because they didn’t have the same opportun- 
ity. 

; Many people have the idea that if new schools are 
built at Carstairs and Didsbury the country schools will 
be closed and the pupils brought into the towns. This 
is far from the views of the school trustees of the Olds 
School Division who have given the matter very careful 
study before recommending that the new schools be 
constructed. The new schools in question will only pro- 
vide for the increase in school population and attend- 
ance which has been on the increase for several years 
until it has now reached a point where facilities and 
class room space are noi sufficient, and pupils are now 
being refused admission. 

Where existing high schools provide the country 
pupils an opportunity for advanced education, the par- 
ents have no need to worry. But in many of the smaller 
school districts in outlying areas the pupils who will 
one day require high school training will be deprived 
of this necessary education unless provision is made in 
our town schools to accommodate them. Surely it will 
be much more economical to build these proposed 
schools in our towns than to attempt to build high 
schools in every school district in the Division, and then | 
staff these schools and pay for the extra teachers. In 
fact it is not even feasible to build rural high schools | 
to teach only two or three pupils who may want the 
advanced education each year.

The new schools are needed now and must be. 


built immediately. We must face this fact and give our 
trustees the necessary approval to proceed with their 
building plans. We must vote “for’’ the money by-laws 
on Wednesday, January 31st.

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ANTI-COYOTE CAMPAIGN PAYS '| e 
MONTANA BIG DIVIDENDS 


At a cost of $175,000 a year, a 
campaign against coyotes in Mon- 
tana has practically eliminated 
these predators as a serious menace 
to livestock and poultry, though the 
need to continue control measures | 
is never ending, as remote areas | 
will continue as a source of re-in. | 
festation. | 


By the use of poison compound | 
1080 (causing 80 to 90 per cent of 
the killings), and of traps, “coyote | 
killers”, aircraft, as the other chief 
methods, wool growers of the State 
have been saved from losses which | 
amounted to $4,500,000 a year, and | 
cattle and poultry industries have | 
also reaped large financial rewards 
from the campaign. | 

Eugene Grande of Billings, Mon- 
tana, district agent of the United | 
States Fish and Wildlife Service 
for Montana pointed out that condi: | 
tions in Alberta, as a border area | 
where coyotes still abound, cause 
much concern in Montana. The 
more the coyote population is re- 
duced in any area, the larger the 
animal population yielding the coy- 
otes’ food supplies (including large- 
ly wild life) becomes, and the coy- 
otes therefore tend to cross the bor- 
ders to enjoy this greater supply. 
Thus the Montana  anti-predator 
organization will welcome the laun- 
ching of effective measures to com- 
menace in Alberta. 

It was the dual aim of giving | 
neighborly assistance to this Pro- | 
vince, and thereby, at the same | 
time, helping to guard Montana | 
against the risks of re-infestation | 
from this side of the border, that | 
Mr. Grande arranged a visit here | 
recently. 

Asked his opinion as to the best 
method of organization for a pro- 
vince-wide campaign here, Mr. 
Grande advised: “Get all the inter- 
ests concerned together, and then | 
leave the carrying out of your pro- | 
gram to one agency, well financed.” | 

In Montana and other states there 
is effective co-operation between 
such agencies, Of the $175,000 year. 
ly expenditure, $50,000 is contribut- 
ed by the State Government direct, | 
$40,000 by a levy on all livestock, | 
$35,000 by the State Fish and Game 
department; $30,000 is yielded by a 
levy of five cents per head by muni- 
cipalities on sheep.
